Toe stook |s made holiow,
and provided with proper ococks for filling it
with compressed alr Dy means of a fores pump,
Eaoh look is nolhing bat & valve wolen lels
jnto the barrel a portion of the alr eompressed
in the stock, when ihe trlsner 18 puliea. The
gnn 18 lorded with wadding and ball In
ibe ordinary way, and the air suddenly intro-
duced from the slock propels it with a velooity
proportional to the pguare root of the degree of
the compression of the alr,'” By this weapon a
person may be kllled ai adlstance of sixly or
elghty yards, Later improvemenis give It a

ropelling force almost equal to the old-fash-
oped musket., 1ts ehiefadvantage to criminals
ir Ma nolseless discharge. The viollm may be
sipgled out in & orowd by & person standing
corcenled at an upper window, and, if the alm
